The 5 
and © Armies of the 1 Field Arny are to be transferred to Chenghsien 
(113-0, 3S) from Sian (108-3), 3-16), The 2 Field Army is to be 
responsible for heloing the Vict liinh start warfare in Indochina. 


c. The naval patrol and naval defense work along the South China coast is to 
be reinforecd. 


d. Dependents on the nainland of Iationalistson Taiwan should be investizated 
and trained to be sent to the island to do intelligence vork.

It was decided that if United 
Nations troops crossed the 30th Parallel and North Korean troons are unable to 
hold thom, part of the North Korcan troops are to be left as pucrrilla fighters 
and the main force is to evacuate to Manc’:uria for regrouping and a possible
